REMARKS 

Claims 1, 41, 82, 85, 87, 89, 92, and 98 are currently amended and claims 
1-13, 41-50, 82-92, 98-101, and 103 remain in the application for consideration. 
In view of the remarks and amendments herein, Applicant respectfully requests 
5 reconsideration and allowance of the subject application.

251-284, 424-434, 
583-586 (1998), in view of Webopedia Computer Dictionary (hereinafter 
"Webopedia"), pages 1-7 (and newly added supplemental page 1 (available at 
www.pcwebopedia.com). 
25 Claims 44-50 and 99-101 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Laura Acklen & Read Gilgen (hereinafter "Acklen"), Using 
Corel WordPerfect 9 , 251-284, 424-434, 583-586 (1998) in view of Webopedia 
Computer Dictionary (hereinafter "Webopedia"), pages 1-7 (available at 
www.pcwebopedia.com).
